We  are  unhapuil^r  still  living  under  conditions  of 
War  with  its  consscuent  trade  improvement  in  the  industries  in  this 
area.  There  has  been  no  sickness  or  invalidity  of  special  note 
during  the  year.  I personallj/-  am  satisfied  from  my  attendances  at 
the  Welfare  Centres  and  from  the  medical  inspection  of  school 
children  that  war-time  conditions  have  had  no  harmful  influence 
on  the  health  and  phj^sique  of  children.  In  fact,  without  being 
able  to  give  definite  statistical  proof  mj/-  observations  have  given 
me  the  impression  that  the  health  of  children  is  on  the  whole 
better  than.

PREVALENCE  OF  AM)  C0i>TR0L  OVER  IKgSCTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES  

In  my  last  annual  leport  I commented  on  the  reoiarkahle 
diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infeotioue  disease  naidXtud 
and  gave  as  a probable  explanation  the  long  absence  of  children 
from  school  owing  to  War  conditions.  It  is  significant  that  in 
this  year  (1940)  when  practically  all  children  have  been  at  school 
there  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  notification  of  both 
Scarlet  Fever  abd  Diphtheria.  Happily  the  Scarlet  Fever  has  been 
of  a very  mild  type  with  few  serious  complications  and  no  deaths# 
The  increased  instance  of  Diphtheria  on  the  other  hand  has  given 
much  more  cause  for  anxiety  and  it  is  regrettable  that  7 deaths 
occurred  from  this  disease  during  the  year. 

Instructions  were  received  from  the  Minlatt'y  of 
Health  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against 
Diphtheria  and  I am  hopeful  that  if  this  scheme  meets  with  a fair 
measure  of  response  from  the  parents  then  we  shall  be  able  to  do 
much  to  eliminate  Diphtheria  and  deaths  therefrom.

The  following  report  is  a somewhat 
abbreviated  record  of  the  year’s  work  carried  out  by  your  staff 
of  Sanitary  Inspectors, 

The  various  inspectioBS  and  visits  made,  together  with 
the  action  taken  and  the  results  obtained  are  set  out  in 
tabulated  form  and,  although  the  numbers  are  not  so  great  as 
in  the  previous  year,  they  show  a good  general  supervision. 

As  in  the  previous  year  building  materials  were  so 
restricted  as  to  seriously  affect  the  repair  of  houses.  During 
most  of  the  year  cement  was  unobtainable  and  wood,  slates  and 
plasters  are  still  most  difficult  to  obtain. 

Never  in  my  26  years  experience  with  your  Council 
have  I known  so  much  extra  work  imposed  on  the  Department 
or  so  many  extra  hours  of  labour  devoted  to  the  work. 

Last  year  I hesitated  to  predict  what  could  be  said 
of  our  work  during  1940  but,  considering  that  there  has  been 
no  addition  to  the  staff  and  the  various  (other  than  sanitary) 
duties  now  being  carried  out  I hope  you  will  appreciate  the 
efforts  made  to  maintain  a good  standard  of  Sanitary 
Administration  in  your  District.

General  conversion  from  pail  closets  took  place  seventeen 
years  ago,  , 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  only  outstanding  change  of  policy  during  the 
year  vms  caused  by  the  general  erection  of  air  raid  shelters 
in  the  back  streets.  These,  in  many  cases,  cover  the  back 
streets  from  wall  to  wall  and  as  there  are  several  of  these 
in  the  longer  streets,  it  will  be  understood  that  the  method 
of  removing  the  refuse  is  to  carry  the  bins  through  the 
shelters  to  the  end  of  the  street.  There  is  only  one  alternate 
method,  namely  by  carrying  the  refuse  through  the  houses, 
which  I do  not  think  your  Council  would  view  with  approval. 

It  will  be  clear  from  the  above  statement  that  refuse  removal 
is  now  a difficult,  laboriaus,  and  expensive  service,  naturally 
the  number  of  men  has  had  to  be  increased  considerably  and 
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Public  Cleansing:  (Contd'  e 

rises  in" wages*  Sue  to  the  increased  cost  of  living  are  factors 
which  tend  to  increase  the  costs  of  Collection, 

One  new  motor  Rdfuse  Collecting  Van  was  purchased 
early  in  the  year  owing  to  the  altered  conditions  of 
collectiono 

The  cost  of  street  sweeping  was  materially  increased 
bj  the  greatly  advanced  cost,  of  brushes  and  cost  of  living 
increases  in  wagiesc 

Street  Gulley  Cleaning  received  regular  attention  and 
■Che  sewers  were  flushed  at  regular  periods.  This  work  is  done 
by  horse  drav^n  vehicles  and  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
the  [ revision  of  haulage o 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  heavy  falls  of 
snow  -vT/hich  -vere  mentioned  in  the  previous  report  were  also 
experienced  towards  the  end  of  the  year;  most  of  the  cost  was 
expended  on  County  Roads  and  was  therefore  borne  by  the 
Co'unty  Council, 

The  collection  of  salvage  from  household  refuse  was 
cor-Wiiiced  in  April  and  at  the  end  of  September  £680  of 
various  salvaged  materials  had  been  sold, 

Prom  October  your  Council  decided  to  grant  the 
employees  engaged  on  the  collection  of  Salvage  a bonus  on  their 
wages  to  encourage  the  collection  and  for  the  extra  work 
■involved,  this  was  being  continued  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

As  a separate  report  is  presented  half  yearly  on  the  finance 
and  working  of  salvage  collection  it  would  not  appear  necessary 
to  pursue  the  matter  further  in  this  report  except  to  state 
brieily  that  during  the  first  year  of  salvage  collection 
(1st  April,  1940  to  31st  I'Jarch,  1941)  the  gross  sales  of 
i^-ter: '^1  s aui.  unted  to  £1372  and  the  nett  profit  £854.

SECTION 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, 

All  the  meat  supplies  in  this  Area  are  now 
received  from  the  adjoining  County  Borough  and  allocated  to 
the  butchers  from  a distributing  depot.  Regular  visits  are 
made  to  the  depot  at  the  times  when  the  meat  is  being  received 
or  allocated.  The  fresh  killed  meat  is  inspected  in  the 
Borough's  Public  Slaughterhouse  at  the  time  of  slaughter  whilst 
the  frozen  meat  is  inspected  at  the  wholesale  establishments. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  is  not  surprising  that  the 
quantity  found  to  be  unfit  for  food  is  very  small.  Complaints 
have  been  made  regarding  both  the  inspection  and  quality  of 
meat  received  with  good  effect, 

579  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  meat  and

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  number  of  milk  producers  and  wholesalers  did  not 
vary  during  the  year 

The  number  of  cowsheds  remained  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year  (14)  and  the  number  of  cov/s  was  approximately  ll6. 

70  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops 
and  any  request  regarding  limewashing  and  cleansing  was  attended 
to  without  undue  delay. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  registered  under 
the  I'!ilk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936.  Three  dairies 
outside  the  District  hold  supplementary  licences  to  sell 
"pastuerised  milk”  in  the  Area, 

57  informal  samples  of  new  milk  were  taken  for 
analysis  and  office  tested  all  of  which  proved  genuine.  The 
highest  fat  content  recorded  was  4f6'3  and  the  lowest  3«1‘^  with 
an  average  of  the  57  samples  of  3.4'^  which  is  a good  average.  All 
the  samples  were  passed  through  cotton  wool  filter  pads  to 
ascertain  the  dirt  content  and  where  necessary  the  attention  of 
the  vendors  and  producers  was  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  keeping 
the  milk  clean. 
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
